UR school bank has been the medium through which the pupils and faculty of the school have 
O generously subscribed to the several issues of Liberty Bonds and War Savings Stamps.

reestuce which is dedicated to “Central’s Sons and Daughters Actively Engaged 
in the Service of the Nation,” has as its keynote, Service. It is therefore appropriately di- 
vided into two sections, Service for the Nation and Service in the School. The first 
of these contains a frontispiece and poem, a reproduction of the service flag; Central’s 
Service Roll, a list of over five hundred names; pictures and short articles on the pa- 
triotic work of the various school units. 

The second and larger section is introduced by Mr. Wilson’s foreword. Here are the 
photographs and accounts of service in the several school interests. These are arranged 
practically as in the 1917 Brecky. 

To many in the class the biographies comprise the most important section of the 
book. Here two radical changes have been made. The main reason for these changes 
was a financial one. The almost prohibitive cost of paper and printing necessitated 
either the total omission of a Brecky or a material reduction in its size. The biography 
section offered the greatest opportunity for this reduction without detriment to the artis 
tic or literary value of the book and without sacrificing any essential detail in the biogra- 
phies themselves. Though originally impelled by necessity, this innovation, we feel, has 
given an individual character to this section. 

Another novel feature of this section is the characterization of each girl in the Feb- 
ruary class as a flower and of each boy as a book, and the embodiment of this idea in the 
heading. [ach graduate is thus characterized as accurately as he would be by the line or 
two of poetry commonly employed. This feature of the February biographies accounts 
for the grouping of the boys and girls separately. Members of the June class reveal their 
ambitions. This look into the future furnished the inspiration for the drawing that 
heads their biographies. 

Still another innovation is the addition of a new honor to the list which is mainly 
composed of positions in school activities or places on athletic teams. The word “Schol- 
arship” which is placed under the names of about twenty-five gradu

Che Review and Bulletin 


S the Brecky goes to press, the fate of the closing issues of the Review hangs in 
A the balance. The original printer was unable to fulfill his contract. This neces- 

sitated the transfer of material in the midst of publication to another printer, 
with the-result that the January issue was completed near. the end of February.

The Review 
hopes that a decision will soon be reached, and that next year we will be able to conserve 
time and energy by printing both the Review and the Brecky here. 

In spite of all our difficulties, however, we are sure that the pupils of Central, as 
well as our Exchanges, feel that this year’s Review has lived up to the long-established 
reputation of our school paper.

formed, an increase of three over last year. It was decided that Central’s ten 

companies should constitute the First Regiment, that the four other high schools 
should combine to form the Second Regiment, and that all field and staff officers for the 
First Regiment should be chosen from Central. On October 19, when the result of the 
regimental examination was made public, it was found that Central had captured all the 
honors possible, winning the coveted Colonelcy with its two staff positions: 

Throughout the year many problems have arisen because of the augmented size of 
the organization and the unavoidable delays in some branches of the work, but these dif- 
ficulties have been reduced to a minimum by the hearty cooperation of the officers with 
the school authorities. Under the new system of sizing the companies all the men in a 
company are of about the same height. This has proved to be a much better method than 
that formerly employed and has resulted in a marked improvement in the appearance of 
the companies. This year, also, a manual was issued to every cadet, a new style of shoul- 
der strap for commissioned officers and service stripes were adopted, and color sergeants, 
quartermaster sergeants, and buglers received their proper insignias. 

At the time this article goes to press only two of the interesting events connected 
with the cadet year have taken place, but dates have been set for most of them. On April 
fifth, the commissions were presented, and that evening there was a Brigade Dance. April 
19 is reserved for the Third Battalion Dance, April 26 as Cadet Night, and some~ 
time between these dates the non-commissioned officers will be presented with war- 
rants. The Competitive Drill will be held June 3-4, With ten Central companies 
out of the twenty-two, it is easy to become over-confident, but everything is being 
done to counteract that feeling and to create a spirit of cooperation among the compa- 
nies. For this purpose permission was secured to use the Officers’ Headquarters after 
school as a meeting place for officers to discuss drill problems. 

Prophesying the result of the Competitive Drill, unsafe at all times, is especially so 
when that prophecy will not be read until the result is known, but it is safe to say that 
Central’s cadets compare very favorably with those of other schools, and that her officers 
and men deserve all possible credit for their work.

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February Class History 


TANDING here, upon the threshold of the future, I, the Spirit of Endeavor, repre- 
S senting the spirit of the class of February, 1918, bring greetings to Faith, the spirit 
of Old Central, and to Hope, the spirit of New Central, and hail Achievement, the 

spirit of Central, new and old. 

The time we spent at Old Central was little more than half of four brief years, yet in 
that time we learned to know the Faith in her ideals which was inherent in the spirit of 
the school, and to look for further guidance from her ever ready hand. Within those 
two years, our class took part in several epoch-making scenes, which inspired high hopes 
for the future of our school. The first was in our Freshman year, when on a breezy 
day in March we watched the breaking of the ground upon which, we were told would 
stand our new home, New Central. That day, the hope was born that our class might 
help to bring the ideals of the old school to the new. 

In our Sophomore year, we came proudly in a body to lay the corner stone for this 
school. As Juniors we entered into actual possession. Faith came with us, hand in hand 
with Hope, younger, less experienced, but a growing part of Central spirit. She has 
proved her power from that time until now. 

Then, as a climax to these great events, in February, 1917, we formally dedicated our 
school. On that occasion Justice Stafford said: “This is a House of Preparation, and 
so with gratitude and gladness we dedicate this building to its use, counting happy those 
who in the years to come will be raised to new life within its walls.” 

In our first year at school we were divided into four sections, but since then we have 
dwindled down to one. But Achievement, theaim of Endeavor, has gained some place in our 
midst. Her representatives are found in several groups. Foremost, perhaps, in Central 
are the students with the highest scholarship records. To this group in the class of 1918 
belong the following: Alice Fowler, John Russell, Barbara Hildreth, Richard Webel, and 
Marion Shade, all with a record of excellent in their work. Musical talent is best repre- 
sented by Abraham Kaminsky, for in our school orchestra he has achieved much dis- 
tinction. In athletics our winners of C’s are Charles Molster, Harold Potter, Neil Mac- 
Donald, and Victor Beauchamp. As our spring play disclosed, we have at least two ac- 
tors of talent, Robert Dawe, and Antonio Rivero. 

Two boys formerly of our class, now serving their country, are Carl Flemer, in the 
Coast Artillery, and Warren Hunt, with the District boys at Anniston, Alabama. Have 
we not a right to be proud of our class? 

Dear teachers, dear classmates, we have been doing “our bit” in making Central’s 
history while we have lived four years under her guidance, a guidance for which we are 
individually grateful, and now we go out into a wider field to do, we hope, a bigger bit 
there. We go with faith and hope in our hearts, to make an honest endeavor toward the

We must soon realize that for whatever harvest we reap we have sometime sown 
the seed. And so, day by day, as we enjoy the benefits of every passing experience, we 
consciously or unconsciously are creating a debt for value received, the payment of which 
rests upon us alone. 

Mr. Wilson, we appreciate your friendly guidance that has made it possible 
for us to stand here tonight. As we wait, eager, yet with a feeling of regret, on the 
threshold of a larger and more active life, the question must arise in your mind, as it does 
in every one of ours, “Just what are you going to get out of life?’ There is but one sat- 
isfactory reply. We are going to get out of life just what we put into it. As Lowell 
says: 

“Earth gets its price for what earth gives us: 
The beggar is taxed for a corner to die in: 
Tis heaven alone that is given away, 

’Tis only God may be had for the asking.” 


It only remains, therefore, for us individually to decide what is worth while, and 
what we desire in life, ascertain the cost, and effect its attainment. For although there 
are always many people who attempt to subvert all laws of creation by obtaining some- 
thing for nothing, it has yet to prove a successful venture. 

Members of the Faculty, when we pause to consider the work you have done and 
the aid you have, at all times, given us, we realize the great value of your service. You 
have imparted to us noble principles and ideals. You have taught ‘us to prize highly in- 
dustry, economy, and strict adherence to the right, with due respect for the rights and 
feelings of others. In parting, we all feel a debt of gratitude and hope that you will be 
spared many years to carry on your all-important work. : 

And now, my classmates, upon whom life has showered its richest gifts, look to 
yourselves! While it is true that we have justly earned a certain portion, there has been 
a great deal of that subtle inner development, that gradual, day-by-day character-build- 
ing for which we are indebted to all those influences, seen or unseen, that surround us. 
As we look back, how easy it is to estimate the “value received” of our school career. 

Today an urgent call has come for us to return this value to our country. The na- 
tion rightfully expects our returns to commence at once. Our country will demand, now 
as never before, our noblest revelations of character, the greatest ability possible of at- 
tainment, our most faithful, loyal, self-sacrificing service.

Our class feels it a great honor to have had the privilege of presenting to the school 
the Service Flag, which proudly floats over our doorway, representing Central on the bat- 
tlefields. 

We hope that we have contributed something to the glory of Central; for she has 
given us much. Here we have “learned what real friendship means, learned how to work 
with many people for one big purpose, learned big things about men and things.” For 
four such years we are forever indebted to Central.

HE thoughts of the graduate, through four years of high school, are many and complex. 
T With one phase of his education behind him, with a wide and untried field before him, he 

cannot but be stirred by emotions, hopeful and yet fearful: hopeful, because while realizing 
his comparative incapacity for the world’s serious business, he feels better-cquipped mentally, mor- 
ally, and physically to face life's problems than was the graded school pupil of four years before; 
fearful, because with the breaking of the accustomed associations of high school, he will encounter 
the perplexities of the world, perplexities which, to him, are all the more dangerous and fearful by 
reason of their novelty. 

We of June, 1918, experience these same sensations. The hopeful and the fearful alike enter into 
the calculation. Our hearts and our souls are filled with conflict for we are putting aside, perhaps 
forever, “the things of a child”—putting them aside with regret, for from them we have learned 
much. Our Central spirit, our activities, our competitions have Jeft with us the desire, aye the resolve 
to fight for that which is clean and straight, aud against that which is wrong, either wholly or partly 
so, in our future pursuits of life. 

That we will, in time, play the game skillfully, we have little doubt. But our goal is higher than 
material success. We intend to be good citizens: citizens with whom right and justice will alone 
weigh, whose decisions and whose actions will not be based on mere expediency, but on enduring 
standards of right and wrong. To exemplify at all times the teachings of America and of Cen- 
tral, is our omnipresent aim. 

The need for such resolves was never greater. For we graduate at a period in our nation’s his- 
tory, when the United States is confronted by new conditions and a need for remedies for old condi- 
tions. The coming of peace with its inevitable readjustment is, we pray, close at hand. We must play 
our part in the tremendous reorganization. As those who have had the privilege of more education 
than is the lot of so many, we are expected to show results, to stop prating citizenship and to begin 
applying it. Face to face with the vicious, often chauvinistic schemes that follow in the wake of 
war, are we to disregard civic matters and care for personal interests? Or will we pay back the debt 
to the State, in payments as great and as important as are now being made by boys of scarcely greater 
age than ourselves on the Western Front? 

If we fail to hear the call of Americanism, how can we justify the expense of our education? 
If our only return is to be our selfish enrichment, by what manner of means can we excuse our 
failure to repay our parents? 

He who leaves his studies with mental equipment but with no ideas as to the reasons for edu- 
cation is far less useful, indeed he is a greater obstacle to the progress of civilization than is the ig- 
norant fellow of the street. God grant that none of us may ever face the awful indictment of treason 
to mankind! God grant that in future years, following out the ideals and precepts of Central, we 
shall always be found on the side of right! Central spirit exemplifies the doctrine of good citizen- 
ship. And those in Central who have felt the reward after unselfish labor for the school have tasted 
of the joys of good citizenship. 

It may be that heavy trials confront us. It may be that the time will come when expediency and 
self-interest will call for that which, in our heart of hearts, we despise as wrong and corrupt. But 
then, O Centralites, let us rise triumphantly, in the full realization of our strength, and say, “As 
Central has taught me to abstain at all times from that which would dishonor my school, I now re- 
solve that no act, no decision, no thought of mine shall dishonor my name, my country, or mankind.” 

“Jt is not in mortals to command success: but we will do better; we will deserve it.”
